of 1927

The num ber injured 
In such accidents reached a total of 2,073.

For example, the government had not part whatever in 
preserving what may he regarded as America’s sacred 
shrine; that Is, Mount 
Vernon, 
the historic home of 
George W ashington 
It rem ained for a private and vol­ 
untary organization, the Mount Vernon Ladles* associa 
lion, to ae quire the property and maintain It. 
To tile 
end that the old mansion and grounds may have adequate 
ear©, if is necessary Tor the organization to m ake 
(barge for admission. 
The birthplace of Theodore Roosevelt in New York 
City has been preserved by a private organization and 
Abraham Lincoln’s log cabin birthplace has been enshrin 
rd within a stately marble monument, but the outstand 
Ing fact in connection with these works Is that private 
initiative ra th e r th an government action has been re 
sponsible. 
Because no official body exists to he on the alert to 
prevent the passing of historic structures, some of the 
most Interesting of such buildings 
have been lost to 
American posterity. 
The Francis Scott Key house, for 
example, a pleasing brick building in the colonial man 
ner, which stood in Georgfown, the older section of 
W ashington, was razed. 
True, from lls site sprang the 
District of Columbia end of the Key Memorial bridge but 
the actual dwelling of the composer of the Star Spangled 
B anner was lost. 
Similarly, the W ashington residence of Daniel W ebster, 
a graceful building on Lafayette Square, across Penn­ 
sylvania avenue from the White House, was razed with­ 
out a m urm ur being heard and Its site utilized for a 
modern office building. 
Likewise, the fine old houses 
built by John Hay, who was private secretary to Prest 
dent Lincoln and himself Secretary of State, and of 
H enry Adams, a m em ber 
of the 
celebrated Massa­ 
chusetts family which furnished two presidents, were 
torn down to m ake room for a m odern hotel. 
There are some notable exceptions. 
One of the more 
Interesting concerns the residence known as th e W ar 
der House. 
It was not nearly so old a building as some 
of the others mentioned hut had a special interest as 
being the finest example of the work of the celebrated 
architect, Richardson, extant. 
Richardson is regarded as 
the first American architect to create a purely American 
style of design. 
W hen the site of the W arder house was purchased for 
a huge modern office building. George Oakley Totten, a 
Washington architect purchased the building to save It. 
He carried out the seemingly Insuperable task of tea r­ 
ing down the building, m arking each stone with a num ­ 
ber and re erecting It. stone for stone, on Meridian Hill, 
a couple of miles or so away 
Another Interesting house which has been saved Is 
the famous Octagon House. 
This colonial dwelling was 
owned and oc< upled by the Tayloe family of Philadelphia 
at the time of the burning of the capitol and the W hite 
House by the British in the W ar of 1812. 
Col. Tayloe 
immediately turned the mansion over to President Madi­ 
son and ii became the tem porary executive Cansion until 
the White House was repaired. 
The mansion w as ac 
quired some years ago by the American Institute of 
Architects which m aintains It as national headquarters 
and keeps it In excellent condition. 
But the house occupied by M artin Van Buren before 
he became president has been less fortunate. 
A drug 
store occupies the main floor, the upper floors being 
used for storage.

Even with the aid of the clothing, 
or some other agent to assist the en­ 
trance of the germ into the skin, the 
staphylococcus cannot thrive and do 
Its work unless It finds favorable soil 
conditions. 
T hat is, boils won’t devel­ 
op in a body thut is in a perfectly 
healthy condition 
Therefore, the re­ 
ally effective way to avoid boils is not 
m erely to dodge the germ, but to keep 
the body in such condition th at 
the 
germ cannot thrive even if it finds a 
lodging there. 
W hen the^ first sign cd a boil ap­ 
pears, it may som etim es be aborted 
by the application of iodine or other 
strong 
antiseptic. 
Ii this treatm ent 
is unsuccessful and the boil develops, 
lep cated 
applications of hot 
water 
or 
of 
camphor may reduce the 
in­ 
flammation, 
It is usually necessary, 
however, to incise the boil in order 
to promote the drainage. 
The worst thing about a boil Is 
that when once the 
infection 
gets 
into 
the 
system it seldom lets 
the 
victim off with the first boil. “Crops’ 
of boils are likely to follow. 
Should a second boil appear, 
the 
general health should be investigated 
Nie kidneys should be examined aDd 
the bowels watched.

itself, pastry 
and 
very rich 
foods should be avoided aDd a simple 
diet should 
be 
taken.

F or a succession of bolls the doctor 
should alw ays be consulted.

Statistics prepared by the American Railway assocla 
d o n show that an average of six persons a day are being 
killed at unguarded crossings. 
These are starting fig 
ores 
For the first four months of the year there w ere 1,826 
deaths reported as a result of grade crossing accidents, 
as compared with 1,746 for the corresponding period 
of 1927 
This is an increase of 80 
The number Injured 
In such accidents reached a total of 2,073 
Considering that virtually every railioad crossing to 
day is guarded by constantly flickering lights, th a t bells 
ring when trains are anywhere near, th at in most in­ 
stances the crossings are unobstructed as to view in 
both directions, this record of carelessness is astonish­ 
ing. 
There is no lack of warning signs for public guid­ 
ance, so recklessness and disregard for open eyed dill 
fence on 
the part of motorists must be held respon 
Bible for the great majority of these tragedies 
Lightning to thousands of grownups Is an awesome 
thing. 
They are deathly afraid of it 
It is the terror 
o f any storm for them. 
But these sam e persons face 
s far greater danger every time they drive over the high­ 
ways. 
Yet of the deadly grade crossing they have no 
horror at all. 
The problem, apparently, Is one foT the 
psychologist.

To tile 
end that tho old mansion and grounds may have adequate 
care, it is necessary for the organization to m ake 
charge for admission. 
The birthplace of Theodore Roosevelt in New York 
City has been preserved by a private organization and 
Abraham Lincoln’s log cabin birthplace has been enshrin­ 
ed within a stately marble monument, but the outstand 
Ing fact In connection with these works is that private 
initiative ra th e r th an government action has been re­ 
sponsible. 
Because no official body exists to be on the alert to 
prevent the passing of historic structures, some of the 
most Interesting of such buildings 
have been lost to 
American posterity. 
The Francis Scott Key house, for 
example, a pleasing brick building In the colonial man 
nor, which stood in Oeorgtowm, the older section of 
W ashington, was razed. 
True, from its site sprang the 
District of Columbia end of the Key Memorial bridge but 
the actual dwelling of the composer of the Star Spangled 
B anner was lost. 
Similarly, the W ashington residence of Daniel W ebster, 
a graceful building on Lafayette Square, across Penn­ 
sylvania avenue from the W hite House, was razed with­ 
out a m urm ur being heard and Its site utilized for a 
modern office building. 
Likewise, the fine old houses 
built by John Hay, who was private secretary to Pres! 
dent Lincoln and himself Secretary of State, and of 
Henry Adams, a m em ber 
of the 
celebrated M assa­ 
chusetts family which furnished two presidents, were 
torn down to make room for a m odern botel. 
There are some notable exceptions. 
One of the more 
interesting concerns the residence known as the W ar­ 
der House. 
It was not nearly so old a building as some 
of the others mentioned but had a special Interest as 
being the finest example of the work of the celebrated 
architect, Richardson, extant. 
Richardson is regarded as 
the first American architect to create a purely American 
style o f design. 
W hen the site of the W’arder house was purchased for 
a huge modern office building, George Oakley Totten, a 
W ashington architect purchased the building to save it. 
He carried oui the seemingly insuperable task of te a r­ 
ing down the building, m arking ench stone with a num ­ 
ber and re erecting It, stone for stone, on Meridian Hill, 
a couple of miles or so nway 
Another interesting house which has been saved 1s 
the famous Octagon House. 
This colonial dwelling was 
owned and occupied by the Tayloe family of Philadelphia 
at the time of the burning of the capitol and the W hite 
House by the British In the W ar of 1812. 
Col. Tayloe 
immediately turned the mansion over to President Madi­ 
son and ii became the temporary executive Cansion until 
the W hite House was repaired. 
The mansion was ne 
quired some years ago by the American Institute of 
Architects which maintains It as national headquarters 
and keeps It iu excellent condition. 
But the bouse occupied by Martin Yan Buren before 
he became president has been less fortunate.

W hen the devil wanted to try the 
patience of a good man by afflicting 
Ins body with disease, he selected as 
his agent a germ called the "staphy­ 
lococcus.” And ever since the days of 
Job innum erable m em bers of the hu­ 
man family can testify to the fact th at 
it was a well directed choice. 
A boil seem s a very small thing — 
when it is on the other leilow.* 
But 
when you yourself have been selected 
by the staphylococcus as the object of 
its attention, the boil at once becomes 
a very annoying, and perhaps an ex­ 
tremely painful thing. 
Like all other germs, the one which 
.a responsible for boils is powerless 
to harm the hum an being until it linds 
a vulnerable point of attack. 
I ii order 
to do its work the 
germ must pene­ 
trate the tissues of the body. 
Simply 
for it to alight on the skin iB insuffi­ 
cient. It must be rubbed in or scratch­ 
ed in, or in some other way made to 
penetrate into the substance of 
the 
skin. 
This is why boils usually come 
ou the parts which are rubbed by the 
clothing, such as the neck or tbe but 
tocks. 
Even with the aid of the clothing, 
or some other agent to assist the en­ 
trance of the germ into the skin, the 
staphylococcus cannot thrive and do 
its work unless it finds favorable soil 
conditions. 
T h at is, boils w on’t devel­ 
op in a body that is in a perfectly 
healthy condition 
Therefore, the re­ 
ally effective way to avoid boils is not 
m erely to dodge the germ, but to keep 
tbe body in such condition th at 
the 
germ cannot thrive even ii it finds a 
lodging there. 
W hen the 
first sign ol a boil ap ­ 
pears, it may som etim es be aborted 
by tbe application of iodine or other 
strong 
antiseptic, 
lf this treatm ent 
is unsuccessful and the boil develops, 
lepeated 
applications of hot 
water 
or 
of 
camphor may reduce the 
In­ 
flammation. 
It is usually necessary, 
however, to incise the boil in order 
to promote tbe drainage. 
The worst thing about a boil is 
that when once the 
Infection 
gets 
into 
ihe 
system it seldom lets 
the 
victim cli with the first boil. "Crops’ 
of boils are likely to follow. 
Should a second boil appear, 
the 
general health should be investigated 
The kidneys should be examined and 
the bowels watched.

taken.

air,

trolled by the mastery or aggressive 
Impulse. 
A woman is passive and 
receptive by nature.

bringer-up of children. Fundamen­ 
tally they have never changed. 
"But this does not mean that man 
was or is superior; there is no su­ 
perior sex—except that each is su ­ 
perior In its own sphere.
